If commercial banks won't lower 
interest rates, the government will 
force them to. said Treasury 
Director-General Ya'acov 
Ne’oman yesterday at the annual 
conference on management held in 
Jerusalem. 

Banks now charge 180 per cent in- 
terest on overdrafts, and 200 per 
cent to those exceeding agreed 
upon sums. But since inflation is 
currently running at 100 per cent, 
real interest la 60 per cent, a figure 
Bank of Israel circles think is 
crippling industry. 

The central hank also says the 
commercial banks 'have not used 
the credit at their disposal, and are 
holding on to some ILAb. 

Ne'eman said banks were going ; 
too far In basing Interest rates on an 
assumed monthly index rise of 8 to 
10 per cent. He said the Treasury in , 
future would be giving more and 
more authorizations to industrial 
firms to raise money independent- ; 
ly, thus permitting the government i 
to withdraw as much as possible 
from the capital market.

No trace of 
missing plane

TEL# AVIV. — Hope tor the rescue 
of three Tel Aviv men aboard a 
light civilian plane which crashed 
Into the sea off Tel Aviv Wednesday 
night faded last night, as bad 
weather hampered search 
•operations. 

Aboard the plane, which ap- 
parently crashed shortly after 
takeoff from Sde Dov Airport, were 
pilot Dan Hyman, 37, Morris Ben- 
Shoshan. 36. and Rav-Seren Adi 
SAdc, 30. 

Civil aviation sources yesterday 
described the plane's dis- 
appearance as a mystery. "The 
only acceptable explanation la a 
technical malfunction." one source 
said. But until the plane, or parts of 
it. are retrieved, very little con be 
established, the source said. 

Transport Minister Halm Landau 
yesterday appointed a special com- 
mittee headed by Arik Aluf, head of 
the Civil Aviation Administration's 
operations department, to In- 
vestigate the accident. 

The Piper Aztec received permis- 
sion to take off for a practice flight 
at io:3d p.m. on Wednesday. Accor- 
ding to regulations Hyman was to 
have reported his altitude to the 
control lower within BO seconds 
after takcott. When the flight con- 
troller failed to get a signal from 
the two-engined plane, he tried to 
contact the pilot but got no 
response. 

At about II p.m. two witnesses 
reported seeing a plane plunge into 
the sea a few hundred metres off 
the Reading power station. A 
fisherman said he heard "a loud 
smack" and saw a giant wave ris- 
ing from the sea. His report was 
confirmed by a soldier standing 
guard duty at Sde Dov airport. 

Within minutes air force 
helicopters arrived and began to 
release flares over the area, and 
coast.il patrol and Navy boats 
searched for traces of the plane and 
passenger.*. 

The sea search had to be halted 
several times because of the stor- 
my weather. 

A heavy air of anxiety yesterday 
hung over the Hyman home in 
Rehov Burla here. His wife and 
children, aged 12. 9, and 3. waited 
tensely for news which would give 
them a glimmer of hope.

Tito’s condition critical 
-death seen imminent 


BELGRADE. — Top Yugoslav 
officials cancelled travel 
plans yesterday amid reports 
that President Josip Bros Tito, 
after more than a month's 
hospitalization, was within 
hours of death. 

"President Tito's health condi- 
tion last night was critical." the 87- 
ycar-old leader’s eight-doctor 
medical panel said. 

It was the first time they had used 
the word critical to describe Tito, 
suffering from weakened kidneys 
and heart after a relapse following 
the amputation on January 20 of bis 
left leg. 

No further medical bulletins were 
expected until today. 

Premier Veseiin DJurano vie cut 
short a visit to East Germany, 
returning one day early on a special 
flight to Belgrade. Foreign Minister 
Josip Vrhovec postponed a trip to 
India and three other countries. 

| In Washington, meanwhile. 
President Jimmy Garter said that 
the VS. was willing to consider 
1 seriously any request for aid from 
Yugoslavia If It were threatened by 
tbe Soviet Union during a 
leadership changeover. 

Commenting at a White House 
press conference on possible In- 
stability in Yugoslavia because of 
Tito's declining health. Carter said 
he had had frequent talks with 
European leaders about the Issue.

“ridiculous" any concern that the 
Soviet Union might attempt to 
pressure Yugoslavia during the 
leadership vacuum created by 
Tito's illness. 

"The foreign policy of Yugoslavia 
and the foreign policy of the USSR 


are not identical on all matters. But 
this should not have made Mr. 
Garter develop a fallacious idea 
that Yugoslavia Is ostensibly ready 
to fall into the embrace of the 
United States of America." 

Tass said Carter's offer of 
guarantees to the Yugoslav govern- 
ment In the event of a Soviet threat 
“turns himself Into ridicule before 
his own people, to say nothing of the 
people of other countries." 

The post-Tito leadership was 
already In power yesterday. In fact, 
it has been ever since Tito fell ill. 

Now. with the man who led 
Yugoslavia for more than 35 years 
apparently near death In a 
Ljubljana hospital, the collective 
committee-run leadership he 
himself designed - seemed to be run- 
ning the country smoothly and 
ready to take over fully. 

Tito, who has always been at 
least 15 years older than any of his 
closest aides dating all the way 
back to World War n, prepared his 
political funeral In 1971, when he 
designed a state "collective 
presidency" to match the ruling 
Communist Party presidium. 

The nine-member state 
presidium — consisting of one of- 
ficial from each of the country's six 
republics and two provinces plus 
the Communist Party chairman 
(that is, Tito himself) — im- 
mediately was charged with taking 
on presidential duties in case of

Lebanon braces for 
renewed civil war

Lebanon's volatile security situa- 
tion last night was reported to be 
deteriorating “menacingly," as the 
government appeared to have brac- 
ed for possible outbreaks of armed 
struggle over control of central 
areas which the Syrians plan to 
evacuate. 

Lebanese authorities have been 
maintaining silence over the in- 
conclusive talks Premier Salim el- 
Hoss had In Damascus on Wednes- 
day. Indications were that the 
Syrians refused to coordinate their 
pullout front the Beirut district with 
the government of President Elias 
Sarkis. 

Lebanon’s most influential leftist 
leader, WaJid Junblalt, yesterday 
implied that the 1978 civil war 
would be rekindled unless the 
government pressed Christian 
militias into compromising with an 
alliance between the leftists and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 


over rule of the country. 

Syria's repeated threat to 
withdraw its "peace-keeping" 
soldiers from Beirut ignited a week 
of violence in many parts of 
Lebanon. The move also touched off 
clashes between rival Christian 
militias in northern Lebanon, 
where intense artillery and rocket 
fire was exchanged yesterday for 
the second day. AP quoted military 
sources as saying that “quite a 
large number" of combatants were 
kilied or wounded. 

Beirut itself was yesterday 
reported still nervous as Palesti- 
nian terrorists and a Lebanese 
army unit battled for the second 
consecutive day over a government 
military barracks near the 
capital's airport. 

Civilian traffic along the Fuad 
Shehab highway, which links the 
city’s Christian and Moslem sec- 
tors, was Interrupted yesterday for 
the fifth straight day amid an es- 
calation of sniper fire.

Labour tense: Likud demands probe 

Yadlin’s book said to 
reveal Labour ‘graft’

TEL AVIV. — Asher Yadlln's war 
against the Labour Party is to be of- 
ficially launched this morning as 
the first serialized excerpt from his 
book, "Testimony" appears in 
"Yedlot Aharonot." 

Early revelations have already 
sent tensions soaring in Labour and 
have brought forth demands from' 
Likud quarters for investigations 
into Yadlln's charges of corrupt 
fund-raising practices by Labour, 
of false bookkeeping, and of the il- 
legal transfer of capital to the Par- 
ty by Histadrut financial and in- 
dustrial complexes. 

Yadlln himself yesterday was in 
for a brief taste of what freedom 
has In store for him. Out on 24 
hours' leave before his release Sun- 
day. he was besieged by reporters 
but refused to comment about the 
storm brewed by hia book. He simp- 
ly suggested that the press and 
politicians should read the full text 
before reacting. 

Yadlln, who was the head of 
Kupat Halim, a nominee for the 
post of governor of the Bank of 


cial deals and pay-offs/’ Yadlln 
writes. 

One of the first reactions came 
from Likud MK Ehud Olraert, who 
appealed to Labour Party Chair- 
man Shimon Peres to allow a full 
and unprejudiced Investigation into 
"clandestine" party funds and 
budgets. 

Herut MK Meir Cohen, who heads 
the Likud Histadrut faction, has 
warned that bis party will make full 
use of the Yadlln allegations.

Unofficially, Party sources 
claimed yesterday that the book Is 
vague and undetailed.

Another source of illegal finan- 
cing for the Party, according to 
Yadlin, was the Treasury. This was 
covered up by “double- 
bookkeeping. One set of accounts 
was in exemplary order and this 
was the one presented to the State 
Comptroller, who usually heaped 
compliments upon it. Hie other set 
of books was a neglected shambles 
and immune from control. It 
haphazardly recorded shady finan- 


d am age to the Party, much more 
than did the' recently published 
memoirs of former prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin.

Hurvitz favours talks with 
Histadrut and employers

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
is inclined to accept a suggestion 
from the Histadrut and the in- 
dustrialists that they meet with 
Treasury representatives very soon 
to discuss the means of compen- 
sating workers for the cost-of-living 
increases in April. 

He told reporters at the Israel 
Management Centre conference in 
Jerusalem yesterday that he would 
convey the proposal to the 
j economic cabinet. 

Avraham Shavit. head of the 
Manufacturers' Association and 
chairman of the board of directors 
of El Al, told the managers that 
employers cannot possibly pay full 
compensation in April. Doing so 
would destroy the programme for 
economic rehabilitation, be said. 

It is important, therefore to begin 
the three-sided talks now, he said, 
"when we are willing to sit and 
talk." In April, "ft will be too late, 
he warned. 

The current agreement between 
the Histadrut and the Treasury on 
compensation for cost-of-living 
rises expires at the end of March. 

Yisrael Kessar, head of the trade 
union department in the Histadrut. 
also called for three-sided talks in 
his address to the managers. The 
Histadrut's major concern is stem- 
ming unemployment, he said. But 
part of the population has already 


been affected by unemployment — 
and that part is in the development 
towns. 

Every citizen has the right to 
work, he said, but workers live in 
fear now, wondering whether they 11 
have jobs in another few months. 
The government must understand, 
he said, that the economy cannot be 
operated by orders from above. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel, who is ill and 
could not attend the meeting, sent a 
written message in which he said 
that the current economic policy is 
"anti-Zionist," though it is accom- 
panied by "greater Israel" slogans 
and investment of billions of pounds 
in settlements which have neither 
agricultural nor industrial bases. 

Hurvitz stressed .that the 
Treasury plans to collect another 
ILl8b. for its budget of IL853b., 
through tougher enforcement of tax 
laws. This, he said, is proof .that the 
Treasury wants to increase 
economic equality. He was respon- 
ding to President Yitzhak Navon's 
claim that the financial burden isn't 
being shared equally. 

Histadrut Central Committee 
member Aharon Harel warned 
yesterday that as many as 100,000 
people may be unemployed unless 
the government intervenes to pre- 
vent that 

Harel claimed the Histadrut's 
data was more accurate than the 
Labour Ministry's, which has 
predicted 70,000 to 80,000 jobless. 


CAIRO (UPI). — Donald McHenry, 
the U.S. ambassador to the UN,

GENEVA. - The UN Human 
Rights Commission yesterday 
accepted by majority vote an Arab- 
sponsored resolution calling the 
Camp David accords a flagrant 
violation of the rights of the Palesti- 
nian people.

Krelsky also took up the cudgels 
for PLO chief Yasser Arafat who is 
reported to have publicly endorsed 
the Soviet action in Afghanistan. 

He said that while Arafat had

the Soviet Union is the only big 


power that has supported him so 
far. 

Western members of the UN com- 
mission voted against the resolu- 
tion, accepting only one paragraph 
which affirmed the Palestinians' 
right to self-determination and to 
establish an independent, sovereign 
state.

Psychologist 
held on 
drug charge

HAIFA. — Psychologist Stanley 
Segal was remanded yesterday for 
six days after police said they had 
found several thousand pounds 
worth of suspected narcotics, 
cigarette- making equipment and 
envelopes allegedly containing 
hashish and marijuana in Segal's 
Ahuza apartment 

Others arrested for drug posses- 
sion were Ruth GUowlta. 27, a tem- 
porary resident from Australia; 
John Dorsey, S3; Michael Elzuk. 27. 
and Michael Adam. S3. Adam was 
released on bail yesterday mor- 
ning: the others were remanded for 
four days. Police said they accused 
Segal of selling them the drugs. 

A police spokesman said that nar- 
cotic squad detectives have been 
watching half a dozen residences on 
Mount Carmel, where they 
suspected pot parties and drug 
deals were taking place. On Tues- 
day night they broke into a party at 
GiJowitz and Dorsey’s apartment, 
at Rehov Ra’anan 7. 

At first, police said. Dorsey tried 
to obstruct their way. Detectives 
claimed however that they saw 
GiJowitz trying to throw away a 
burning cigarette believed to con- 
tain marijuana. When they finally 
broke in, police maw Elzuk flushing 
a number of plastic envelopes down 
the toilet, but a few were retrieved.

Israel sailors want to man 
coal vessels to Hadera

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Leaders of the two 
seamen's unions yesterday 
demanded that Israeli seamen man 
all the ships, whether Israeli or 
foreign, that will bring millions of 
tons of coal from Australia and 
South Africa to the new Hadera 
power station. 

The called on the government not 
to approve the contract that the 
Electric Corporation wants to sign 
with an American shipping com- 
pany. Navi os. for transporting 700.- 
000 tons of coal annually for IS 
years, starting in i9S2. They claim 
330 seamen are unemployed and 
they want the first opportunity at 
the work. 


The draft contract .with Mavioa 
was submitted by the corporation to 
the Transport Ministry for ap- 
proval 12 days ago. and the cor- 
poration's coal shipping manager. 
Paul Biro, said that the corporation 
is pressing for an answer. However, 
the seamen claimed that approval 
will be withheld pending a dlscus- 
‘ aion of the issue in the economic 
cabinet. 

Captain Yeshayahu G roman and 
Chief Engineer Ze'ev Blass of the 
Marine Officers Union, and Shlorao 
Avitan of the Ratings Union told the 
press that not only the jobs for their 
members but the assured supply ot 
coal la at stake. They noted that in 
the past foreign crews had refused 
to sail to Israel in wartime "when 
the chips were down." 


No more free buses for soldiers

Tbe army has decided to stop free 
inter-urban rides for soldiers on 
Egged buses from April. IDF ac- 
counting staff have estimated that 
this will save some XLBOOra. over 
the next year. 

However, continuation of free 
rides for women soldiers is being 
considered due to the Incidence of 
rape among women hitch-hikers, 
especially over the paat few 
months. 

The army will provide Its own 


transportation services over the 
weekend to and from bases and 
along major highways. 

In other economy measures, the 
army weekly "Bsreahane" 
reported yesterday, fewer officers 
will be sent abroad for studies, 
fewer academic courses will be 
offered ln Israel. Senior officers 
will have to do with fewer drivers, 
with alufel-mlshne (colonels) in 
non-combat posts having to share 
drivers and vehicles.

Carter weighing Bani-Sadr deal, 


while students’ leader cries ‘plot’ 


Teheran. — The spiritual leader 
of the students holding some 50 U.S. 
citizens hostage inside their em- 
bassy here has said his followers 
arc the victims of a political plot. 
And in the U.S., President Jimmy 
Carter has given qualified backing 
for a proposed international com- 
mission to Investigate Iran’s 
grievances against the U.S. and the 
deposed shah. 


It was the first time the U.S. had 
publicly endorsed such a commis- 
sion. . 

Hojatoleslam Seyyed Kho'lni 
spoke out after President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr said on 
Wednesday that Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini has accepted a 
new three-point plan for the 
negotiated release of the hostages. 


In interviews with Iran's pro- 
clergy press, Kho'lni said, “If the 
nation does not move fast enough 
against this plot the students will be 
arrested and tried on charges of oc- 
cupying the nest of spies and taking 
hostages and will he sentenced for 
harming the international prestige 
of Iran." 


Speaking yesterday on.the Italian 
, TV network RAI, Bani-Sadr said 
that Carter's acceptance of his 
proposals could ensure the 
hostages' release within 48 hours, 
but that complications could hold 
up their release for two months. 

Be said that In addition to an In- 
vestigation Into the sbah's role, 
America must guarantee Iran’s 
geopolitical and economic In- 
dependence. 

“We depend on the UJ. for spare 
parts. They are essential for ns," 
said Bani-Sadr. Bnt he did not In- 
dicate whether an agreement on' 
U.S. supplies was part of the plan 
sent to Carter: 

Carter, speaking at a press con- 
ference yesterday, had no comment 
on the other two demands by Bani- 
Sadr, that the U.S. admit its 
"crimes” in Iran over the past 26 
years and promise not to interfere 
in Iranian affairs, and that it 
acknowledge Iran's right to ex- 
tradite the shah and his wealth. 

"I cannot afford at this delicate 
time to discuss or to comment 
further upon any specific efforts 
that may be underway or any 


proposals that may be useful in en- 
ding this crisis,'* said Carter. 

But State Department spokesmen 
SAid earlier this week that the U.S. 
would not "profess guilt" and add- 
ed that extradition would have to be 
decided by Iran and Panama, 
which has given the shah asylum. 

The Iranian president, in another 
interview with a group of French 
TV reporters, said his government 
no longer demanded the return of 
the deposed shah before the 
hostages were released and 
reiterated that the fate of the 
hostages and of the shah "were not 
linked.” 

And on the domestic front Bani- 
Sadr took direct control of rescue 
operations yesterday as flooding 
continued to sweep southwestern 
Iran and up to 200 dead were 
reported. 

The president directed operations 
from an air force base outside 
Teheran. Teams of helpers sent 
tents, blankets and emergency food 
supplies to the beleaguered 
province of Khuzestan, where most 
of Iran's oil Is produced. (Reuters,

Carter: Kennedy hurts U.S. interests 



WASHINGTON (WPNS). — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter accused 
Senator Edward Kennedy on 
Wednesday night of damaging the 
national interest and the efforts to 
free the American hostages in 
Teheran by his criticism of the ad- 
ministration's handling of the Ira- 
nian and Afghanistan crises. 

"The thrust of what Sen. Kennedy 
has said throughout the last few 
weeks Is very damaging to our 
country and to the establishment of 
nt*r principles and the maintenance 


of them, and to the achievement of 
our goals to'keep the peace and get 
our hostages released,” the presi- 
dent said in a nationally televised 
news conference.

First Olympic winter gold to Soviets 


Soviet tanks and Mig crust 
mutineers in Afghan army 


LAKE PLACID, New York (UPX). 
— Nikolai Zimyatov, a 24-year-old 
Russian student, led from start to 
finish yesterday to give the Soviet 
Union the first gold medal of the 
Xm Winter Olympics in the men's 
30-kilometre cross country event. 

Zimyatov’s teammate Vasili 
Rochev placed second, 32 seconds 
behind the winner. Ivan Lebanov of 
Bulgaria placed third to win the 
bronze medal. 

In the men’s downhill race, the 
winner was Leonhard Stock of 


Austria, who made his team only at 
the very last minute. 

"I did it. I did It," the 22 year old 
screamed in triumph after beating 
his teammate Peter Wlrnsherger, 
who took the silver medal and 
Canada's Steve Podbordki, who 
won the third place bronze. 

Stock qualified for the four- 
member Austrian downhill squad 
only during practice earlier in the 
week, and the Olympic race was 
only his second downhill this 
season.

KABUL (API. — Soviet tanks and 
at least one Mig-23 fighter bomber 
fought a sharp hour-long battle with 
Afghan rebels on Monday in the 
village of Cargha, 20 kms. north of 
Kabul, witnesses reported. 

It was widely assumed that the 
Soviet action was directed against a 
rebellious unit of the Soviet-trained 
Afghan army. All resistance ap- 
parently was crushed within an 
hour. 

There have been widespread 
reports of Red Army troops fighting 
Afghan mutineers since the Soviet 
military invasion of Aghanistan In 
December. 

Afghan officials systematically 
refuse to answer Western 


reporters' questions 'on sensitive 
subjects, and there was ho official 
comment on the incident. The 
report of the battle came from the 
news bureau in New Delhi. 

Western diplomats in the vicinity 
saw Soviet infantry and tanks in ac- 
tion against an army barracks in 
the village. A Mig-23 was seen drop- 
ping a cluster of small bombs, 
followed by a cloud of black smoke 
rising from the ground. 

Witnesses said they believed the 
bombs were napalm Incendiary 
devices. 

Ambulances were seen removing 
an unknown number of casualties, 
some to the military hospital in 
Kabul. 


Europarliament to debate Olympics 


STRASBOURG, France (Reuter). 
— The European Parliament 
yesterday agreed to debate as a 
matter of urgency a call to move 
the 1980 Olympic Games from 
Moscow. 

Put forward by Christian 
Democrats, Liberals and Conser- 
vatives, the motion would have 
governments of the nine Common 
Market states take steps to move 
the games as a protest against the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 


It also urges them to ask their 


athletes and Olympic teams not to 
go to Moscow.' 

The motion, along with others 
condemning the banishment from 
Mosc.ow of human rights activist 
Andrei Sakharov, is expected to be 
debated and voted on today, though 
many of the 410 members of the 
European Parliament usually leave 
forborne before the Friday sitting. '

ministers meeting in Rome next 
Tuesday will also seek a joint com- 
munity attitude towards the 
Moscow. Olympics.

Israel Is in the perception of peace. 
If people had been told three years 
ago: the Likud will bring Sadat to 
Jerusalem, will bring peace — but 
it wiU also bring an Inflation of 100 
per cent, or 200 per cent, or even 1 ,- 
000 per cent, everyone would have 
said infl&tlon-shinSnflaUon. just 
bring us peace!

“7n London I sent a postcard to former 
C.I.D. Inspector Daniel Day, one of the few 
underground-hunters who got out of this 
country alive (he died a few years ago). 
Our paths had crossed tioice: once in 
February 1944, when I lay in wait to shoot 
him, for three successive nights, with my 
late comrade Ya’acov Granek, that big, 
blond giant, our pistols at the ready. But 
Day never came home. The second time 
was four months later , after I had been 
sentenced to death by hanging in the 
military court in Katamon, in what was 
later the Italian Consulate. Day rode with 
me in the central car of the impressively 
bristling motorcade, which took me over to 
the death cell in the Russian Compound.” 

“We got talking, and Day said that he 
felt it such a pity, such a waste of youth 
and energy , that a young, intelligent per- 
son of 24 like me should be going to his 
death. I replied: ‘ Mister Day — we still 
can't be sure which of us will die first. 





After all, a death sentence has been passed 
on you, tut well. ’* 

‘‘Twenty-five years later, / suggested in 
my postcard that we ought to get together 
over n cup of tea, let bygones be bygones, 
and talk like friends. "Sure enough, the

“It wasn't easy to be a former 
Lehl man," says Shmuelevitz today 
without bitterness as he reviews the 
variegated business endeavours at 
which he tried his hand over the 
years. His publishing house 
flourished li^ the .early fifties, but 


eventually went broke. Later there 
was a period as a building contrac- 
tor in Old Jaffa — “I built what I 
enjoyed building, I wasn't after the 
money" — some time as a garage- 
owner and aa a restaurateur and 
art gallery proprietor. His wife is a 
Hebrew poetess. Sh. Shi fra and be 
has two daughters from a previous 
marriage. 

In recent years he put aside all 
private business to work full-time 
for Herut as the party's public 
relations director. 

ALL THIS IS an unorthodox 
background, to say the least, for a 
man who is to become Israel's 
senior civil servant. What are his 
credentials for the job? 

‘‘The prime minister decided to 


appoint me. He knows what the job 
requires, and I assume therefore 
that he knows whether I have 
suitable qualifications. 

"Maybe be was looking for com- 
mon sense, a lot of energy and will 
to work, and some ideas ...' 1 
Shmuelevitz. a raconteur par ex- 
cellence, cites the story of the 
betrayed wife who called in a 
private eye and gave him all the 
details of her husband's young, 
beautiful, intelligent and rich lover. 
“If you know all about her, what do 
you need me for?" the detective 
asked. “I want you to find out what 
she sees in him!" 

Shmuelevitz says that now that 
he has been formally approved by 
the cabinet, he is spending all his 
time studying classified material. 


much of it Involving secret contacts 
with foreign states — “meetings, 
conversations, negotiations, 
stenographic accounts." 

■ "If I'm a good student, and I 
make proposals that the premier 
finds acceptable, then perhaps he 
will think I can be useful as political 
aide to him." 

He rejects the allegation that the 
prime minister has surrounded 
himself with men who do not want, 
or do not dare, (or are intellectually 
unable) to argue with him, to put 
forward different and contrary 
ideas and thereby to enrich the 
decision-making process. 

“This is another of those decades- 
old misrepresentations of Begin.

HE HIMSELF, Shmuelevitz 
recalls, was troubled in the peace 
treaty rather by the need to dis- 
mantle PIthat Rafiah than by the 
autonomy plan. 

"Autonomy," he says, either dis- 
ingenuously, or perhaps out of ex- 
treme political naivete, “was part 
of the Likud's election platform. I 
was a member of the political com- 
mittee that drafted It." 

He fishes out the relevant 
passage, which reads: "... The 
Likud government will ensure fbr 
the members of the Arab nation in 
Eretz Israel cultural autonomy, the 
fostering of the values of their 
national culture, religion and 
heritage, and full economic integra- 
tion of all parts of the country..." (A 
page before, the manifesto reads: 
"... Between the sea and the Jordan 
there shall be only one sovereignty 
— that of Israel.") 

On the Israeli Arabs, and their 
sense of alienation and discontent, 
Shmuelevitz says he bas ideas 
which, once director-general, he 
will want to propose and Imple- 
ment.

Later, I took 
out many anecdotal passages from 
my book — because they would 
simply not be credible today. The 
primitiveness of 30 years ago... 
Zionism has brought much greater 
progress for the Arabs in Eretz 
Israel than they have achieved In 
any Arab country..." 

ANOTHER FIELD in which he haa 
firm views, is the press. “Thirty 
years ago," he says, “everyone 
could know a secret — and it 
wouldn't leak to the goyim. Illegal 
immigration, arms stores, etc. To- 
day, there are those who tale-bear 
to the goyim — on settlement, for 
instance. 

"In most democratic states there 
is censorship In wartime, and we 
are still in wartime. Were we at 
peace, I would be on the barricades 
fighting for ‘HJrhet Hlzeh' to be 
screened. But in our present situa- 
tion I believe the author should 
have restrained himself, should 
have imposed self-censorship... 

"The lack of self-censorship has 
grown much worse during the two 
years of Ukud government. People 
who are unhappy to see the Likud in 
power are prepared to bum the 
whole house down in order to flush 
out the fleas.” 

But Shmuelevitz stresses that he 
does not advocate imposed cen- 
sorship. He will not, he assures us, 
cut down the services of the. 
Government Press Office which ■ — 
under the Likud administration, in- 
terestingly enough — translates all 
majpr press articles, even the most 
critical, for the benefit of foreign 
correspondents and diplomats. 

"Once there is the decision to 
provide the service, you must 
provide it fully — fairly but fully. 
Or else it's just propaganda."

‘major part of Sinai, initiating the 
process of normalization of its

.l Different as the assessment and 
attitude of the governments in the 
.Middle East may be towards the

''any further Soviet advance In the

■' ‘Stupefied by the enormous im- 
plications of the new developments, 
"'they begin to redeploy their 
"chessmen on the board.

itiatives. It might be more realistic 
to surmise that they discussed how 
to unsettle the situation rather than 
how to settle the conflict. 


Handle with care 


WHETHER the Soviet Union is now 
interested and prepared to extend 
the state of high tension it 
generated in Central Asia to the 
eastern shores of the Mediterra- 
nean is an open question, perhaps 
even among the leaders in the 
Kremlin. 

Before fomenting a situation 
which could lead to war between 
Syria and Israel, they would have to 
make the fateful decision of Soviet 
military involvement in the 
fighting. It is inconceivable. In the 
light of the outcome of the wars In 
1948, 1967 and 1973, that any Syrian 
government would choose to con- 
front Israel alone. After Egypt, 
Syria's main, ally, withdrew from 
the confrontation camp, the only 
possible, yet incomparably more 
powerful, substitute could be the 
Soviet Union. 

Hard-pressed as Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad may be on the 
homefront, it is highly improbable 
that he would deliberately provoke 
a situation whereby Syria would 
have to' fight Israel singlehaiided. 
He will not go to war, limited or 
total, without a guarantee of active 
Soviet military support. 

It could materialize is various 
ways. The back-up force may he 
composed of Warsaw Pact “vol- 
unteers” commanded by Soviet 
“experts” or undisguised Soviet 
airborne troops. Since the Soviet 
Union threatened in the lost stage 
of the fighting in 1973 to intervene 
militarily — a threat which brought 
about the immediate and complete 
cessation of the hostilities — the 
credibility of the Soviet airborne 
capability baa been impressively 
demonstrated in a number of large- 
scale operations. 


GIDEON RAFAEL urges Israel’s political and military 
leaders not to indulge in public speculation about Syrian 
moves — verbal exercises which “create the impression 
more of a state of confusion than of vigilance.” 


IT IS an overworked argument that 
a Palestine state would serve as a 


base for such Soviet military in- 
tervention. There are other convin- 
cing reasons at hand to oppose the 
establishment of a hostile state on 
the West Bank. 

The infrastructure which the 
Soviet army would need to fight 
side by side with Arab forces exists 
already on Syrian territory. It con- 
sists of stockpiles of Soviet ar- 
maments, hosts of military ad- 
visers, space for the deployment of 
forces, ports for the unloading of 
heavy equipment, airfields for the 
landing of transports — everything 
the military planner can wish for. 

Whether the Soviet Union will 
choose to create a new focus of ten- 
sion along Israel's northern 
borders, incurring the risk of direct 
Soviet involvement, will largely de- 
pend on Its assessment of the 
American reaction. 

Would the U.S. respond with 
military means if Soviet forces 
become engaged in fighting against 
Israel? Would it content itself with 
only logistical support? Is it suf- 
ficiently equipped and prepared to 
launch a massive airlift? Would It 
fry to hurt Russia in another area 
where it might be vulnerable? 

Any speculation unsubstantiated 
by precise knowledge of American 
resolve and capability entails Im- 
mense risks of miscalculation. 

Suffice it to say the cir- 
cumstances leading to the outbreak 
of fighting will In no small measure 
influence the American 'response. 
The dangers of a new conflagration. 


whether deliberately planned by 
Syria, instigated by Russia, 
triggered by Arafat or precipitated 
by Impetuous Israeli reaction, can 
be considerably reduced if all who 
set the tone, puli the wires and 
press the war button are clearly ap- 
prised of U.S. policies, com- 
mitments and capabilities. 


ISRAEL, though quite distant from 
the epicentre of the Afghan erup- 
■ tion, understandably registers its 
tremors with a sense of alarm and 
alertness. Egypt, secured by its 
treaty of peace with Israel, is free 
' to devote Its principal attention to 
the wider strategic concerns of the 
region. 

Israel, however, still facing 
hostile neighbours on Its eastern 
and northern frontiers, is constrain- 
ed to heed carefully their reaction 
to the events. Jordan .quietly 
watches the weather vane, but 
Syria stirs. Assad consorts with 
Gromyko, confers with King Kh sl- 
ed of Saudi Arabia and announces 
the redeployment of his forces in 
Lebanon. 

There appears to be a logical link 
between these three moves. In 
Damascus, Assad reassured the 
Soviet Union of his fidelity; in 
Riyadh he pleaded for continued 
Saudi financial and political sup- 
port: and In Beirut he threatened to 
return the country to a state of 
chaos if Saudi Arabia withdrew its 
aid — a manoeuvre reckless 
, enough to alarm Lebanon and to 


alert Israel. 

During the four years of Syria's 
military presence in Lebanon, it 
has sided with the Phalangista 
against the FIX), with the leftists 
against government loyalists. It 
restrained Fatah and unleashed it, 
shifting its weight from one side to 
the other, always trying to keep the 
balance between the contending 
forces. 

But in one respect Syria's policy 
in Lebanon has been steady and 
consistent: It prudently avoided 
clashes with the ZDF, even when it 
operated in strength in the vicinity 
of the Syrian lines. 

OVER THE TEARS there has been 
as much speculation about the 
. reasons for the deployment of the 
Syrian forces as there. is now about 
their redeployment. They ranged 
from Assad’s domestic difficult! ea 
to Syria's traditional expansionist 
ambitions; from its intention to 
protect the flanks of its exposed 
positions on the Golan Heights to 
the extension of its line of confron- 
tation with Israel. 

When Syria extended its military 1 
presence in Lebanon, Israel stress- 
ed its concern and when it retrack- 
ed its forces Israel no less 
emphatically pronounced its ap- 
prehension. Israel sounds war- 
nings, takes precautionary 
measures arid speculates incessant- 
ly and volubly about the enemy's ul- 
terior motives, the imminent 
dangers and the steps to counter 
them. ■ 


It is an atavistic belief that words 
and rites can expel evil spirits. But 
ft is common knowledge that 
thoughtless pronouncements can 
conjure them up. Not seldom In the 
past has inconsiderate talk about 
the inevitability of war done more 
to bring It about then to prevent it 

Of . course, we must be alert. We 
have learned the bitter lesson of, 
mindless self-assurancd. But 
ceaseless clamour' is no substitute 
for constant watchfulness. 

What is the use of guessing games 
played by our highest political and 
military authorities on the conse- 
quences of Syria's moves when they 
all admit to being completely Ig- 
norant of their real meaning? Such 
verbal exercises create the impres- 
sion more of a state of confusion 
than of vigilance. They are likely to 
evoke unwarranted suspicions of 
non-existent Israeli intentions 
rather than an understanding, of its 
concerns. We would be better serv- 
ed to do less wolf-crying and more 
bear-watching.

IS IT REASONABLE to postulate 
that Assad, for ..a variety of self- 
contradictory reasons, is bound to 
engage in a limited war of attrition 
with Israel?

After Afghanistan — Lebanon 


It is widely assumed 'that 
Gromyko’s recent visit to 
Damascus aimed to divert atten- 
tion from Afghanistan; to counter 
the effect of the recent Islamic con- 
ference. which condemned the 
Soviet Union for the invasion; and 
to create a focus of common in- 
terest in the Middle East between 
Moscow and tne Twin min world. 

What better medium could there 
be for rallying Islamic public opi- 
nion -than a confrontation with 
Israel at the side of the Christian 
Lebanese in a renewed struggle 
with the PLO and In which Egypt is 
at Israel’s side by reason of omis- 
sion. because instead of a confron- 
tation' with this country, Cairo will 
be Involved in an exchange $f 
amabassadors and the process of 
normalization. 


The Soviet Union and Syria have interlocking designs that 
should cause alarm bells to ring in Washington, writes 
CHAIM HERZOG. 


THE SOVIET UNION has over the 
years made it quite clear that it 
regards Syria as an area of vital 
security interest. Indeed whop It 
appeared that Damascus was 
threatened in the 1973 war by the 


Israeli counter-attack in the Golan 
Heights, the Soviets flew the head- 
quarters* staffs of three divisions to 
Damascus. The pragmatic manner 
in which the Soviet Union develops 
its policy in the Middle East is all 
too evident: It recalls 1967, when the 
Soviet Union took advantage of 
Egypt's Isolation in the Arab world 
and created an artificial state of 
tension on the Israel-Syrian border, 
which led to the Six Day War. 

- ...Now .-the Soviet Union is taking 
advantage . pf the comparative 
isolation of Syria in the Arab world 
(witness its endorsement of Soviet 
moves in Afghanistan) to create 
tension along the border with Israel 
so as to pursue its aims according- 
ly. Thus history repeats itself, with 
the Soviet Union playing the forces 
in the Middle East against each 
other. Indeed, a close analysis of re- 


cent Soviet commentaries seems to 
point to the Russians* desire to 
create a security belt along its 
southern border as it has done with 
its satellites in Europe. Thus the 
-move in Afghanistan and the rein- 
forced Soviet involvement In Syria 
should give rise to considerable 
concern in states in the area adja- 
cent or close to the USSR, par- 
ticularly Iran and Iraq. 

Discussing, the Gromyko visit as 
merely an attempt -to' <Kvert-wodd- 
. attention from Afghanistan andijto] 
create a pro-Soviet rallying point' 
for the Moslems, Is to Igpore other 
elements of the overall - Soviet 
design. The Syrian intention to 
redeploy and concentrate forces In 
Lebanon does not necessarily mean 
that Damascus Is planning an all- 
out attack on Israel. This they 
would not do without the une- 


quivocal support of the Iraqi army, 
an unlikely development at present 
because of the poor relations 
between these two countries. The 
Syrian move does indicate that a 
major war of attrition is in the mak- 
ing (there have already been ex- 
changes of artillery fire betwen the 
PLO and the Southern Christian 
enclave) and that the concentration 
of the Syrian forces in the Beka’a 
Valley In eastern Lebanon Is 
. presumably a precaution ; against 
possible Israel reaction. 

However, there' is more to the 
Soviet-Syrian move than meets the 
eye. It seems unlikely that the 
Syrians would wish to expose 
themselves, given their current in- 
stability, to a possible Israeli reac- 
tion, without having agreed with 
the Soviet Union on a suitable quid 
pro quo. That quid pro quo today 


could well be Lebanon. 

The Syrians’ have never relin- 
quished their claim to Lebanon. No 
diplomatic relations ever existed 
between the two countries, because 
Damascus never recognized 
Lebanese independence. The 
Syrian involvement in the so-called 
peace-keeping force in Lebanon has 
led to the complete absorption of 
the eastern part of Lebanon into 
Syria, which now faces' tbe problem 
of the Christian enclaves in the 
north and south and the PLO- 
c on trolled coastal areas. The plan- 
ned Syrian moves to redeploy in the 
Beka’a Valley, now postponed hut 
not cancelled, means in effect a 
renewed outbreak of the Lebanese 
civil war. 

With its men 'concentrated aa a 
striking force instead of being 
spread out as a police force, Syria 
could take advantage of the situa- 
tion to absorb more of Lebanon. 
The Syrians are free to deal with 
the various areas not under their 
control one by one. The first maybe, 
the Christian areas in the north. 


A SEEMINGLY unlimited capacity 
tor self-deception, and a deter- 
mined, even reproachful, refusal to 
face unpleasant facts, have been 
demonstrated anew in the reactions 
of the Israeli establishment and 
much of the media to H assa n 
Tohami's interview with the 
Kuwaiti newspaper El-Sioaso. 

Tohami Is not a free-lance 
journalist, nor an oppositionist in 
exile. He is deputy prime minister 
of Egypt and by any criterion the 
third or fourth moat important 
member of her government. Nor la 
there any Indication that he ever 
raised objections internally to the 
negotiations with Israel. On the 
contrary: he was designated to con- 
duct the first talks with Foreign 
Minister Dayan, but by all accounts 
played a substantial, and not 
obstructive, part in the negotiations 
at Camp David. 

In the interview, he made not the 
remotest suggestion that his 
statements could conflict with the 
“peace process” which he helped 
set in motion. He is all for it. Be was 
only describing the kind of peace he 
and his colleagues envisage; and 
one of the elements in that picture 
is, It so happens, a highly un- 
complimentary view of Israel and 
Its people. 

In fact, the gut attitude, reflected 
in his interview not only towards 
Israel but to the Jewish people in 
general, is not new. It la standard 
thinking and teaching for Arab 
Moslem leaders. Arab literature is 
redolent with it; and Arab 
schoolchildren imbibe it in their 
textbooks. 

It is indeed an accurate 
paraphrase of a public vow made 
by President Sadat himself. In the 
.El-Hussein Mosque in Cairo on 


April 25, 1972, Sadat not only at-' 
tacked Israel over Its “occupation 
of Palestine” but promised that he 
would “crush Israel's arrogance 
and return them to the humiliation 
and wretchedness established in 
the Koran.” The Jews, he added, 
“are a nation of liars and traitors, 
contrivers of plots, a people horn 
tor deeds of treachery.”

STILL, why did Mr.- Tohaml choose 
to make his hideous statements 
precisely now — when negotiations 
are still in progress? ThiB is 
perhaps the most ominous aspect of 
the interview: evidently neither he 
nor Sadat, nor the Egyptian govern- 
ment, is particularly concerned at 
possible Israeli reactions. And with 
reason. Tohami's interview coin- 
cided with the transfer of the major 
part of Sinai to Egyptian hands; 
Israel has given up her only in- 
dependent source of oil; the oil 
weapon Is being brandished by the 
Arab states, and the U.S. and the 
other Western nations are all exert- 
ing pressure on Israel to go even 
beyond the dire termB of the Camp 
David agreement and assure Im- 
mediately that Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza shah become Arab sovereign 
territory. Perfectly logical, then, 
waa Tohami's opening statement: 
"The time has come to tell the 
truth.” 

One of Tohami's central themes 
was that Israel is a spiritually 
defeated nation. He referred in con- 
temptuous terras to Israel's “love 
of remaining alive, which will lead 
them to give up land.” He conse- 
quently does not believe that a war 
Will be necessary. A process of 
spiritual attrition among the Jews 
of Israel — through this overriding 
desire, as he sees it, to save their

THE TRUTH did not remain a com- 
plete secret for long, but it never 
received wide publicity. Too many 


people in government and the 
media who had gone overboard In' 


skins — will bring about their sub- 
mission to the “900 million Moslems 
who want Jerusalem restored to its 
Arabic character." 

Never was a more effective, and 
tragically well-deserved, rejoinder 
given to those muddle-headed' 
Israelis — including proclaimed 
leaders and moulders of public opi- 
nion — who insist that the Jewish 
people must on no account claim Its 
historic right to the land (that we 
should in fact, collaborate with the 
Arabs in erasing our history) but 
■must confine Itself to demanding 
conditions that will assure the bare 
bones of the state’s security. 

Since Tohami draws Ms con- 
clusions from repeated statements 
emanating from Israel, and know- 
ing what strategy he and his 
colleagues have mapped out for the 
further stages of the “peace 
process.” should we he surprised 
that Tohami finds it reasonable to 
foresee the end of the Jewish 
"demi-state"? 


'manifesting unparalleled courage 
and an unequalled passion for 
peace, came suddenly flying to 
Jerusalem to seek peace, tangibly 
changed the course of history: 
overnight Sadat became a world 
hero. His prestige, and Egypt's, in 
the U.S. and through the West, 
soared to dizzying hdights. 


In contrast, when Israel did not 
immediately announce far- 
reaching concessions of territory In 
response to Sadat's visit, she was 
not only belaboured by her regular 
critics but criticized by her regular 
friends. All that followed was 
coloured by the immediate impact 
of the Sadat Initiative. 


Now, Tohami has confirmed that 
there was no such Initiative. Sadat 
paid his spectacular visit to 
Jerusalem only after he had receiv- 
ed assurances from Begin (at 
earlier meetings between Tohami 
and then Foreign Minister Dayan) 


media who had gone overboard In 
glorifying Sadat, were interested in 
maintaining the pretence that an 
'Arab leader had taken the first 
great step towards peace. 

Nevertheless, the thrust of 
Sadat's thinking soon became ap- 
parent. First, the offer of Sinai was 
made public (as though in response 
to the Sadat visit) : then there was 
the revelation that Sadat vehement- 
ly rejected even the slightest ease- 
ment — such as permitting the 
residents in the Yamit district to 
continue living there under Egypt- 
ian sovereignty. And there waa his 
utterly absurd attribution of “sanc- 
tity" to the soil of Sinai. It did not 
take long for it to become obvious 
that the only material and irrever- 
sible change that was taking place 
was a . major surrender ’of terri- 
tory by Israel and the jettisoning of 
the .minimal conditions for her 
security In the south (as planned 
and built by the most moderate of 
Alignment governments). 

As negotiations proceeded, the 
Egyptians' overall purpose con- 
tinued to be stated without reser- 
vation: Israel's withdrawal to the 
.1949 armistice lines, and "self-

GREENBLATT clearly favours 
the fortissimo. Readily 
acknowledging the influence of the 
Cecil Taylor-McCoy Tyner school of 
- technique, Mike plays with his en- 
tire body. As he sweeps the scales 
in percussive ambush, he crouches 
so closely over the keyboard you’re 
afraid he'll catch his moustache in 
the cracks. But in his own com- 
positions he comes up with some 
lovely loops and rolls. One piece 
had happy echoes of “Lullaby of 
^■Blrdland"; another featured a 
1 furious gun-battle with the drums 
fYampolsky immediately struck 
me as the only creative drummer 
I’ve ever heard in this country) and 
yet ended up in a chirpy little 
cakewalk. 

The - second half of the , 
programme introduced Denis 
Klrsch, a young French flautist who 
came to the group with a 
background in modem music and 
tutelage from such classical 
masters as Jean -Pierre Ram pal. 

Denis did a sort of shepherd's 
song solo of his own composition, 
then took the group into a "Free 
Funk" original in which everyone 
took up percussive instruments like 
the African drum, gourd and 
ratchet. In the third number Mike 
led vigorously. Denis grooved 
sweetly, and G&l took his cue from 
there, by fingering the bass with 
astonishingly delicate butterfly 
touches. Everyone got in his licks at 
the finale. 

As noted, this is hardly 
everyone's cup of Nes. But as the 
audience searched under the seats 
for their jaws, Mike told me that 


despite the generally small jazz 
scene in Israel and the particular 
.problem of resistance to free jazz, 
he and the Union art determined to 
make a go of it in Israel. 

"First of all," he said, "this kind 
of music Is clearly non-European. 
It’s African-Oriental, the kind of 
music Gal and Gadi were raised in, 
so it '8 natural they oan contribute 
many valid ideas hem. Second, 
there's loads of really great 
musicians in this country. Pm cer- 
tain that with enough effort, we can i 
develop a modem jazz language in 
this country and export It as a true 
Israeli musical expression. That’s 
what I’d like to aim for." 

Mike insisted he’s not distressed 
by the limited audience appeal of 
his kind ot music. The group sup- 
ports itself mainly by teaching and 
by performing -instructional con- 
certs in' schools for the Education 
Ministry. 

"Meanwhile," Mike said, “we’ve 
still got a tremendous amount to do 
in rehearsal. We’re still working on 
everyone's self-expression and on 
our ability to exchange ideas.” At 
this point everyone in the group ex- 
changed solemn nods. 

Brit Ha Jazz obviously believes 
that the best way to find an 
audience is simply by refining its 
music as best it can. To this listener 
at least, the group has already 
made pioneering strides, and we 
can only wish them well. What's 
more appropriate to say at a brit

, WE HAVE been going through a 
period during which the news shots 
have been even more disturbing 
than they usually are. I am not 
referring to the ruthless shelling of 
Christian Lebanese villages by 
PLO forces In Lebanon or to the 
brutal invasion of Afghanistan by 
the Soviet Union. Familiarity with 
such events has bred, not familiari- 
ty. but a certain measure of im- 
munity to shock. What has sent the 
adrenalin coursing indignantly 
through my veins is what Is being 
done and said in the name of 
Zionism by Israeli Jews. 

1 remember as if it was yesterday 
the feeling of outrage I experienced 
as a boy in South Africa, when my 
mother read us letters from Tel 
Aviv, written by Anna Braudo, one 
of the earliest South Africans to 
come on nliya. 

In these letters she outlined the 
hardships suffered by simple, inno- 
cent, non-political people during the 
curfews imposed by the British 
Mandatory regime, allegedly in 
order to protect law and order 
against so-called Jewish terrorists. 
The letters described the 
viciousness of collective punish- 
ment imposed on the many because 
'of the offences of the untraced few. 
The same methods were to be used 
later, to much more terrible effect, 
by the fascists and Nazis. 

Israelis correctly resent the 
slightest suggestion of a com- 
parison of their methods of govern- 
ment to those used by the Nazis or 
fascists, or even to those used by 
the British. We know that our Inten- 
tions are virtuous, even sublime. 
But it Is not enough to feel virtuous ; 
we must appear to practise virtue 
in the eyes of the world. 

There are certain clichfes of 
speech and conduct which 
automatically trigger associations 
with dictatorial, anti -democratic 
regimes. Using these is to invite 
widespread condemnation In the 
Western world. And, since the 
murder of Jesper Jehoshua Sloma, 
both our official government 
leaders and the unofficial, self- 
appointed arbiters of the nation's 
fate — Gush Era uni m — have been 
using such clichis left, right and 
centre." The murderer must be 
chuckling as he observes Israelis 
reacting in a way calculated to br- 
ing the nation Into disrepute. 

ALL THE news shots we have seen, 
the speeches we have read and the 
actions taken by the government in 
Hebron have been calculated to 
give ammunition . to our enemies 
and pain to our friends. It seems 
that all administrations use the 
same vocabulary. The very word 
"curfew” has sinister undertones. 
Now we — and the rest of the world 
— have seen shots of old people, 
women and children in Hebron 
scampering around frantically, try- 
ing to get supplies in the limited 
period allowed to them. Is It any 
wonder that it seems that Israel has 
taken over where the Mandatory 
regime left off?

It is abundantly clear that the 
government will not dare to back 
the rule of law in Hebron, gjnwir 
will probably go. 

After this come shots of a ravag- 
ed forest, destroyed by other 
members of Gush Emunim In 
defiance of the law, after being told 
by the Nature Protection Society 
that the trees they are destroying 
are protected by law. 

Ah, but they are only "creating 
facts" — here they use a cllcht that 
has heroic associations with 
pioneering and self-defence in pre- 
state days — so that they can get 
around decisions of the Supreme 
Court. This court that has to he 
patriotically humbled, according to 
them, not one set up by the 
British; rather it is the highest 
court established by the sovereign 
Jewish State of Israel. 

The principle emerging from the 
television screen is clear: if you 
don't like the court's decision, 
"create facts.” 

Thus the whirligig of time brings 
in his revenges. It is no wonder that 
so many Israelis feel that 45 
minutes of such news each night 
are more than they can endure, and 
that they are suggesting that a 
shorter time should be allocated to 
the news service. 

Of course, not all the news Is 
devoted to Israel, but there Is 
enough to depress us utterly. But 
shortening the news will not affect 
our international image; our 
gleeful critics get such matter in 
abundance from other sources to 
mount campaigns abroad. 

WE ARE living through a period 
when decisions are being made that 
will affect the destiny of Israelis 
and the Jewish people generally for 
generations to come. An error in 
judgment about peace or the future 
of the West Bank may prove 
calamitous. It is conceivable — 
although most unlikely — that 
history, with the benefit of hind- 
sight, will pronounce some time in 
the future that Gush Emunim was 
right and that “Peace Now" was 
wrong about what should be done 
with Judea and Samaria. Of course, 
people then will probably be so pre- 
occupied with new events that only 
a handful of people will bother 
about the rights arid the wrongs of 
our present controversies. 

Even allowing for the remote con- 
tingency that Gush Emunim la 
right, it is beyond inconceivable 
-that -the style- it -has 'adopted',' and 
that of the supine government trail- 
ing after it, con ever be vindicated. 

There has been much criticism 
recently of "Peace Now" for daring 
to propagate Its views outside this 
country. With such people as Rabbi 
Druckmann, Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Rabbi Levinger 
around, it hardly seems necessary 
for "Peace Now" to send anybody 
abroad, except perhaps to prove 
that not all Israelis think, speak and 
act in the way these fanatics do. 

OTHER DISTRESSING shots on 
the news showed unemployed 
workers of Kiryat Shmona 
demonstrating outside the Knesset, 
and workers about to be fired from 
a large plant in Dlmona. One m;ui 
from Kiryat Shmona cried in- 
dignantly, “We don't want compen- 
sation: all we want is work. Is It not 
enough that we have the security 
problems? Must we suffer from un- 


employment as well?" 

He certainly seemed to have a 
point. One of the workers in Dlmona 
said that he had sold up his home in 
Nctanya to move south — now his 
electricity has been cut, the grocer 
is refusing to supply him with food, 
he is behind In his mortgage 
payments, what is he to do? 

The picture is a familiar one in 
any country suffering from a 
depression. The obvious answer is 
to put such people on a dole until In- 
dustry revives, or to force them to 
move to where there la work. But 
here there is a great difference — 
these are people in the development 
towns, established as security 
buffers, despite a lack of economic 
viability. 

It does not require a genius to see 
that these towns are going to be the 
hardest hit by the present economic 
policy. The first workers to be dis- 
missed were obviously Arabs from 
the areas: once this cushion Is ex- 
hausted, the weaker towns will be 
the main sufferers, the coastal 
region the most Immune. 

Finally, we had a lot of shots of 
the effects of the budget cuts on the 
health services, resolved for the 
time being, in Health Minister 
Eliezer Shostak's basketball 
phrase, by taking time out. This 
government. Incidentally, under 
the Inspired leadership of Prime 
Minister Begin, has shown a 
positive genius for postponing 
crucial decisions. At that. Begin is 
probably right; if you delay long 
enough, everybody gets so bored 
that issues tend to solve 
themselves. 

It will be interesting to see if our 
health services will survive 
method of non-intervention, of rely- 
ing on Nature to provide its own 
cure. 

If they collapse, as seemed likely 
this week, the rates of morbidity 
jmd mortality and absences from 
work due to illness will rise at an 
alarming speed. Such 
developments may provide a cure 
for the unemployment problem.

There were some very good 
Bports shots this week of an Arab 
from Kfar Kassera, Saleh, who 
plays for Hapoel Petah Tikva and 
who bears a remarkable 
resemblance to Pele. Hla dream Is 
to represent Israel In the World 
Cup, and to prove that his 
resemblance to Pele is more than ta 
appearance. This was one of the 
most imaginative sports interviews 
we have had. 

ACCUSTOMED though I am to 
receiving offensive letters about 
my political opinions, I was jarred 
by two letters that came this week 
about my completely non-political 
comments on a film, "The Killing of 
Sister George.” Both gentlemen 
prefaced their criticism by saying 
that normally they agree with 
everything I write, but here I had 
erred. 

One said that in approving of sex 
between consenting adults of the 
same sex, I was endorsing the 
abominable offence of sodomy. The 
other sneered at my saying that 
homosexuality was due to some 
quirk of the gene or the upbringing 
— how did I know, he asked, 
whether heterosexuality was not 
due to such a quirk? 

Oh well, it seems that I cannot 
win any of them. 

On the other hand, the Jordanians 
obliged by showing again that 
marvellous “Cro wn Court," this 
time complete with verdict and 
sentence. 

It was not their fault that the 
ghastly creatures on the jury found 
our heroine guilty. A ludicrous and 
wicked decision. 


Boycott benefit for Israel 


ISRAEL is to benefit from the 
cancellation of a British orchestra's 
visit to the Soviet Union. The 
English Chamber Orchestra, which 
called off a scheduled concert tour 
of Russia following state action- 
against the leading Soviet dissident 
Andrei Sakharov, has now arrang- 
ed at short notice to visit Israel in- 
stead. 

The opening concert will be held 
at the Mann Auditorium, Tel Aviv 
on March il and will be followed by 
performances in Jerusalem, 
.Beersheba, Haifa, Ein Hashofet 
and, possibly, Ein Gev. The conduc- 
tor will be Norman Del Mar and the 
programme will be the same as 
that -planned for the Soviet tour.

Victor Hochhauser, whose wife, 
Lilian, told The Jerusalem Post 
that she was delighted to have been 
able to make the alternative 
arrangements at such short notice.

Among those closely connected 
with the orchestra are two Israeli 
musicians, Daniel Barenboim and 
PlnhAS Zuckerman, who frequently 
play and record with them. Neither, 
however, will be coming to Israel 
on this tour as neither was original- 
ly scheduled to go to the Soviet 
Union. 

Hochhauser presented Soviet 
musicians in London for over 20 
years but is now on their 
"blacklist" because of his support 
for and Involvement with the 
Panovs, Rostropovitch and other 
"rebel'' Russian artists, Including 
Rudolf Barshai.

Why? Because the settlements 
raise important questions In the 
U.S. at Israel's real intentions in the 
West Bank and Gaza. At the mo- 
ment, the Americans believe that 
■the establishment of new 
settlements raises the gravest 
doubts about Israel's willingness to 
extend full autonomy to the 
Palestinians in the territories, as 
promised at Camp David. 

What was especially upsetting to 
Washington this past week was the 
timing of the Hebron development 
— coming just as the U.S. seemed 
to be making some modest 
headway in winning Arab (par- 
ticularly Saudi) support for taking 
another look at the Camp David, 
process. 

Sources "unfriendly" towards 
Israel charged that the Begin 
government was simply trying to 
' sabotage any prospects for success 
in the autonomy negotiations 
by “poisoning" the atmosphere 
with the settlements, aware of the 
impact on prospective Palestinian 
and Jordanian participants in the 
talks. Israel is not really anxious to 
reach agreement on autonomy, 
they charged. 

But key While House and State 
Department officials, openly 
nngcred by the Israeli move, were 
nevertheless expressing confidence 
that the Begin government remain- 
ed sincere In the negotiations. They 


were not ready to write Israel off 
from the talks. 

Instead, they suggested the Begin 
government was simply too weak to 
stand up to the pressures of Gush 
Emunim and others advocating un- 
restricted settlement In Judea and 
Samaria. 

For the moment, the events In 
Afghanistan and Iran, the fate of 
the Moscow Olympic Games, 
the various congressional scandals 
of bribes and kickbacks, and the es- 
calating rhetoric of the presidential 
elections are stfll overshadowing 
the settlements controversy. 

But Israeli officials and - other 
pro-Israel sources here fear all that 
might ch/uige once there has been 
some casing of those other crises, 
given Carter's personal pique over 
the settlement issue and the intensi- 
ty of the differences between 
Washington and Jerusalem. 

Indeed, there is already specular 
tion here that if Carter wins re- 
flection and no agreement on 
autonomy and a framework for 
dealing with the settlements has 
been reached by then, the U.S. will 
accept some of the advice of "The 
Washington Post," former Under- 
secretary of State George Ball, 
pro-Fl.J) Republican Congressman 
Paul Findley of Illinois and others 
who arc pressing for a linkage 
between settlements and foreign 
aid. 


"Israel could then be in for a rude 
awakening," one pro-Israel source 
commented. 

“Ezer Weizman might live to 
regret his endorsement of Jimmy 
Carter.'-’ the source continued. “A 
second-term Carter, without having 
to worry about winning re-election, 
would then have four years to run 
all over Israel. He would begin with 
the settlements issue." . 

Another pro-Israel observer, 
himself a Carter supporter, main- 
tained that that will probably be the 
ease no matter who is elected — 
George Bush, Ronald Reagan, 
Edward Kennedy or anyone else. 
Opposition to the settlements runs 
very high across the political spec- 
trum hero. 

Even Israel's best friends on 
Capitol Hill oppose the settlements, 
and that Includes Democratic 
Senator Henry Jackson of 
Washington state. On several oc- 
casions In recent years. Jackson 
has conveyed his personal concern 
directly to Begin. 

In facL, one can say there Is 
Almost a consensus among both 
Democratic and Republican 
lenders against the settlements.

brutal pressure on Israel of earlier 
U.S. administrations, such as when

jeets. Rotem has no doubt that he 
knows more about Halacha than 
HUC rabbinical students in New 
York And CSncinnati. 

“The public here Is much more 
Jewish ly educated and aware than 
in the U.S., and we must know these 
things. “ He concedes that he is less 
erudite in the Talmud than an 
Israeli yeshlva student. 

“But the Reform movement in 
IsTHof has a different direction. TVs 
us. ruling on Halacha is less impor- 
tant than educating our con- 
gregants. Compared to American 
Reform rabbis, he does much lass 
counselling on personal problems 
and spends much more time “try- 
ing to bring secular Jews to 
Judaism." 


ALTHOUGH he completed his 
studies and a dissertation on the 
Midrash last May, he will officially 
receive his Reform ordination next 
week at a ceremony scheduled to 
coincide when the 21st International 
conference of the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism in Jerusalem. 

But to the 250 families at the Or 
Chadash congregation In Haifa, 
which, uses a local cpmm unity cen- 
tre in Haifa for services, he has 
been “the rabbi? for several years. 
He was “acting rabbi" for four 
years in the Netanya Reform con- 
gregation and moved to Haifa in 
1978. 

Rotem, who married an Israeli 
and has a seven-year-old son and a 
three-year-old daughter, cannot 
perform marriages recognized by 
the State, just Uke other Reform 
rabbis in Israel. But he has 
nevertheless performed four wed- 
dings so far for couples who “went 
through the motions *' with a 
ceremony at the local rabbinate, 
and asked for an additional 
ceremony afterward at which 
Rotem officiated. 

He maintains that the marriages 
he performed “were according to 
Halacha, except that the ketuba 
(Jewish marriage contract) is re- 
worded so that there is mutual 
obligation, and not just the obliga- 
tion- of the man to the woman.'* 

At one of the weddings, the 
couples asked that the bride, as 
wen as the bridegroom, recite, the 
words “You are consecrated to 
me..." The young rabbi concedes 
that 'it was strange to me, but I 
agreed because it was Important to 
them” 

He is flexible about such things, 
but would never agree — unlike 
some Reform rabbis abroad — to 
marry a non-Jew to a Jew (a 
“repulsive" act) , or participate In a 
wedding while the couple parachute 
to the ground, oUmb a mountain or 
snorkel under the sea, as some 
offbeat Reform rabbis have. 

He, Uke other Reform rabbis, 
would marry a Jewish man of 
priestly descent to a divorcee. “The 
Orthodox prohibition against it 



book comes out. Rotem uses a 
traditional .vfrfrfnr with his con- 
gregation but leaves out mention of 
the rising of the dead, sacrifices in 
s rebuilt Temple, and other Ideas 
rejected by Reform. 

Women arc not separated at Or 
Chadnsh services, and are called up 
to the Tora. “About 25 per cent of 
the women." he estimates, “actual- 
ly go up for an olfya.” The rest 
decline, he explains, “because they 
had been taught that it was wrong 
for r woman to do so." 

After the Rotem 'a daughter was 
bom, both he and "the rebbitsln" 
went up for a joint nliya to the Tora 
— "wc felt we wanted a special 
ceremony for our daughter, as we 
had one for our son" — and the 
practice became something of a 
tradition among congregants who 
have since had daughters.

doesn'Jt belong to the 20th century," 
he insists. Rotem also welcomes the 
idea of women rabbis "If they are 
fit. Just like men," but added that 
HUC-JIR In Jerusalem has not yet 
received applications from women. 

Asked about the Conservative 
movement here and abroad, Rotem 
.says he is familiar with its prin- 
ciples hut was attracted to Reform 
because that is the movement he 
got to know in Los Angeles. He 
would support the establishment of 
a single non-Orthodox movement in 
Israel that combined Reform and 
Conservative Jews who believe in 
tradition. But he realizes that such 
an alternative is unlikely. 


RABBI ROTEM'S own observances 
are an Interesting mix of Reform, 
Conservative and “normative" 
Judaism. 

“What a question?” he says, with 
a smile, when asked If he believes 
In God. “Of course. Although It la 
true that there are Reform Jews 
who don't believe in God." At the 
same time, Rotem doesn’t believe 
In the Messiah as a person who will 
come ’'and do hocus pocus," but 
believes rather in "messianic 


times.** 

He doesn’t believe that there Is 
life after death, or divine reward or 
punishment of souls after the death 
of the body. "The reward and 
punishment should be in this 
world," he suggests, I wish it were 
In the next world, but I'm not con- 
vinced that such a thing exists." 

His kitchen at home is “strictly 
kosher." but Rotem drives, writes 
and lights fire and electricity on 
Shabbat, and drives to services on 
Friday night and Saturday morning 
instead of making the half-hour 
walk. 

Shabbat. for the Rotem family, 
means lighting candles, making 
kiddnsh over wine, singing songs, 
abstaining from profane daily tasks 
(“I didn’t even 1 study for my rab- 
binical courses on Shabbat because 
it was work") — but also driving to 
relatives and friends and picnics. 

On Pessah, they use separate dis- 
hes for the holiday] but they don't 
symbolically sell their leftover leaven, 
because "lt*s a trick against God." 

During the week, Rotem prays 
when he "feels the spiritual need to 
do so," and he puts on phylacteries. 
Until a new Israeli Reform prayer-

translators, without using the 
traditional grape-vine method," 
Shaplra sold. 

Prof. Rabin recalled that Britain, 
like some other countries, has an 
Institute of Linguistics, which holds 
examinations for accreditation pur- 
poses. "The UN approved a charter 
for the rights of translators," be 
Bald. "In the U.S., a world directory 
of translators is in process of 
publication." 

Another initiator of the aasocia-* 
tlon project, Dorothea Shefer, said 
that translators need not fear it 
would ever lead to a “closed-shop." 
"That’s neither desirable nor prac- 
tical. There are so many part- 
timers and free-lancers In the 


profession, some of them excellent, 
and there will always be direct per- 
sonal contacts between translators 
and publishers. But we want to try 
and eliminate abuse of translators 
by institutions that delay payment 
Interminably, deny privilege of 
copyright or credits, and pay cut- 
rates when work Is In short 
supply." 


Prof. Rabin said: “Every Jew la 
a translator, because of his links 
with one or more countries and one 
or more languages. Translation Is 
the key medium for cultural 
transfer, and Israelis play a natural 
role in that transfer. The time has 
come to establish criteria of 
proficiency for those who are in- 
terested; separate the amateurs 
from the professionals; give 
translators dignity in their chosen 
craft; and pull the curtain down 
over the howlers of the past."

THE SERMON — which Is stan- 
dard In the Diaspora but dismissed, 
aa “unnecessary’* by moat 
Orthodox Jews even on the High 
Holidays — is a "major" feature of 
Rotem' a services in Haifa.

marry. 

If the Reform movement in Israel 
Is allowed to flourish, he says — ad- 
ding that mass aliya by American 
Reform Jews cannot help but 
promote this goal — In another few 
decades there will be "a lot more 
Israelis who' call themselves 
JewB." 

In the meantime, Rotem hopes 
his Reform congregation — one of a 
dozen around Israel — will 
somehow find the money to build a 
synagogue on the plot promised to 
them by the Haifa Municipality. He 
would also love to establish a 
Reform kindergarten for its 
youngsters. 

"There Is a need for more 
Reform rabbis here, and there are 
places for them" asserts Rotem, 
adding that he hopes many more 
Israelis will follow in his footsteps 
to Hebrew Union College ordination 
in Jerusalem. 

It probably will happen — no 
doubt under the grim gaze of the 
Orthodox establishment, the 
curious looks of the average Israeli 
and the smile of non-Orthodox Jews 
abroad.

GENERAL

Agric ultur e 
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the IMMINENT death of Tito 
marks the end of an era and heralds 
a precariously uncertain epoch in 
East-West relations and the 
Balkans. 

Few men in history have so firm- 
ly imprinted their own personality 
on a country. The expressions 
Titolsm" and “Tito's Yugoslavia" 
were more than Journalistic 
cliches. They expressed decades of 
interaction between the man and 
his country and were indirect 
tributes to his stature and uni- 
queness. 

Since World War n. he was the 
undisputed 'leader of Yugoslavia 
and upon his death, Yugoslavia can 
point to notable achievements. 

The ragged and ill-equipped par- 
tisan army which Tito formed dur- 
ing World War IX and pitted against 
some of Hitler's best Wehrmacht 
divisions became the most effective 
resistance movement in Occupied 
Europe. It liberated Yugoslavia 
virtually without foreign help and 
vaulted Tito into the ranks of the 
great wartime leaders. 

His defiance of Stalin in 1948 
wrote a new chapter In Communist 
history and touched off 
reverberations that still Influence 
events in the Communist world and 
Its relations with the West. 

Under Tito, Yugoslavia — an lm- 
.poverished, backward, agricultural 
Balkan when he became its ruler in 
1945 — has developed into a middle- 
level Industrial power. 

His style of Communism evolved 
from oppressive rigidity, orthodoxy 
and coercion to one which, despite 
individual cases and episodes of 
repression, has remained the most 
consistently relaxed and per- 
missive In Eastern Europe. 

NOTWITHSTANDING flaws and 
false pretensions, Tito’s system -of 
worker self-management has 
become a genuine effort to solve 
one of the knottiest problems in 
society today: the workers' place In 
his human and material environ- 
ment. It became a model, even an 
inspiration, for many reformers at 
various times, not only in the Com- 
munist but also the capitalist world. 

Under Tito, and because of his 
consistent defence of Yugoslav in- 
terests and viewpoints, the country 
achieved international stature and 
respect far beyond anything 
Yugoslavs, or anyone else, could 
have dreamed 35 years ago. As the 
last of the great World War n 
leaders and as a pioneer of "non- 
alignment,'' Tito himself ranked as 
one of the towering world figures. 

Yet, no matter how great his 
achievements, he failed to reach 
one crucially important goal: 
Yugoslav unity and the creation of 
a stable, permanent Yugoslav 
national identity. 

That failure will determine 
events in the Communist world and 
East-West relations in the months 
and years ahead. 

TITO was often called "the last 
Hapsburg" — an allusion to the 
Austro-Hungarian emperors' futile 
efforts to resolve the fratricidal 
conflicts that had. long- shaken the 
Balkans, and in particular the 
peoples and states who constituted 
Yugoslavia when It became an In- 
dependent country after World War 
I. 

Tito strove to neutralize those 
centrifugal forces which 
traditionally had divided the 
linguistically and religiously dis- 
parate southern Slavs. He tried to 
forge a cohesive nation out of Serbs, 
Croats, Slovenes, Macedonians, 
Albanians and Montenegrins. 

But in the Last few years before 
his death, he was holding them 
together largely by the force of his 
unique personality and his authori- 
ty as president, supreme military 
commander and head of the Leaf .. ? 
of Communists, as the party is call- 
ed. 

His formula for Yugoslavia's 
future was “unity through decen- 
tralization," to give the country’s 
ethnic groups and constituent 
republics sufficient autonomy to 
satisfy their national aspirations. 
And he attempted to set the signals 
for a collective leadership to follow 
him. Whether it will work, only the 
future can teZl. 

Among pessimists, it has been ax- 
iomatic that "when Tito goes the 
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country may erupt with 
secessionist movements and civil 
strife." And It has been equally ax- 
iomatic among Western observers 
that the Soviets, and perhaps some 
of Yugoslavia's other neighbours, 
would exploit such a situation. 

Whether those dire predictions 
will be fulfilled or whether Tito's 
successors' can stave off 
catastrophe remains to be seen. But 
it is an irony of history that he fail- 
ed in the one effort for which by 
birth and background he seemed 
predestined to succeed, for in a 
sense Tito was the incarnation of a 
true Yugoslav. 

TITO WAS BORN on May 25, 1892, 
in Kumrovec. a Croatian village on 
the border of Slovenia. The seventh 
of 15 children, his father, Fr&ako 
Broz, was a Croat, his mother 
Maria Javomik, a Slovene. He 
grew up bilingually. His mixed 
parentage, the geographic position 
of the village, and bis early com- 
mand of other languages — fluent 
Russian and German, good English 
and French — all contributed to his 
"international" image. He regard- 
ed himself as neither a Croat nor 
Slovene, but a Yugoslav. 

He became apprenticed to a 
lock imith and metal worker, and 
after becoming a journeyman 
travelled through Bohemia and 
Southern Germany, working In 
machinery plants in Pllsen. 
Munich, Mannheim, then in Ruhr, 
and subsequently in Vienna. 

He was active in the workers' 
movement, and in 1910 joined the 
Social Democratic Party. 

Drafted into the Austro- 
Hungarian Army in World War I, he 
rose quickly to the rank of sergeant, 
was cited for exceptional bravery 
in an engagement against Russian 
units In 1915, was wounded and 
taken prisoner by the Russians in 
1916, and then spent more than a 
year in a Russian prisoner of war 
camp. 

Tito was in the camp during the 
Bolshevik Revolution. He 
volunteered for the Red Army and 
fought in the Civil War. 

Back in Croatia in the early 1920s. 
Tito earned his living as a 
machinist, was a metal workers' 
union organizer and soon joined the 
newly created Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party. He was imprisoned 
for several months in 1927 for 
organizing strikes, and arrested 
again in 1928 and Imprisoned until 
1934 for political agitation. 

Then he went to Moscow, worked 
in the Comintern, and adopted the 
rather common Croatian 
nickname, Tito, as a cover. 

IN THE 1937 purges, the Yugoslav 
party’s first secretary Milan 
Gorkic was liquidated as "an im- 
perialist spy" and Stalin appointed 
Tito as the party's new leader, a 
position he held uninterruptedly un- 
til his death. 

Tito's own survival during the 
■purges, gave rise to some specula- 
tion about his moral and political 
integrity in those days. His own ex- 
planation was simply that he kept a 
low profile. "Perhaps." he once 
told an interviewer, "this was why 
Stalin's knife missed me." 
interviewer, “this was why Stalin's 
knife missed me.” 

By 1938 he was back in 
Yugoslavia, under an assumed 
name, and busily trying to 
reorganize the illegal, totally 
scattered and demoralized 
Yugoslav Communist Party. When 
the Germans invaded in April, 2941, 
Tito narrowly escaped arrest by the 
Ustashi, the terrorist organization 
of the pro-Hitler, secessionist Croa- 
tian puppet regime of Ante 
Pavlevlch. 

Tito’s and the Yugoslav Com- 
munists' role in the early months of 
the German Occupation was am- 
biguous. By virtue of the Hitler- 
Stalin pact, Nazi Germany and the 
Soviet Union were allied, and all 
Communists everywhere were ex- 
pected to honour the arrangement. 

But after the German Invasion of 
Russia In June 1941, Tito began 
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organizing his partisan forces. By 
the end of the war he had an army 
of 300,000 under his command and 
virtual dictatorial control of all 
Yugoslavia. 

HIS SUCCESS has been ascribed to 
his magnetic personality and the 


at hegemony: He defiantly 
boycotted numerous Moscow- 
sponsored international Com- 
munist conferences. 

Conversely there were occasions 
when the threat of armed Soviet 
retribution seemed Imminent. The 
form of Soviet pressure on 


appeal of his political programme „ Yugoslavia may have changed, but 


to the non-Serb nationalities — a 
federated Yugoslavia. But it was 
also due to the failure of the Serbian 
royalist Chetniks and their leader 
Draja Mlkahllovleh. 

A rival resistance group, loyal to 
the reactionary pre-war regime of 
King Peter II, the Chetniks spent 
more time and effort fighting Tito's 
forces than Germans. They became 
bitter enemies and were openly at 
war with each other. At Issue was 
the nature of the post-war regime — 
whether it should be a restoration of 
the monarchy or Communist. 

The relentlessnesd of Tito's 
struggle against the Germans won 
him the support of the U.S. and Bri- 
tain. 

In November, 1944, following a 
series of sweeping victories that 
had driven the Germans out of 
nearly all of Yugoslavia, 71 to 'a 
quasi -gov era mental Council of 
National Liberation formed a 
merger with - the royalist 
government-ln-exile, and Tito 
himself became prime minister. 

During the war, Churchill had ex- 
pressed doubts about supporting 
Tito and had sent Brigadier Fitzroy 
MacLean to assess the man and the 
partisans. MacLean reported back: 
“Much will depend on whether Tito 
sees himself In his former role of 
Comintern agent or as a ruler of an 
Independent state." 

IN THE FIRST few months after 
the war, it looked very much as if 
Tito were playing the agent role. He 
staged rigged elections, abolished 
the monarchy and deposed King 
Peter II, executed Mikhailovich, 
suppressed religion, began collec- 
tivizing agriculture and launched 
an ambitious five-year plan. He 
seemed to be creating a typical 
satellite state, hostile to the West 
and loyal to Moscow. 

But below the surface a rift had 
been developing with Stalin which 
culminated In open conflict. 

Tito's years away from Moscow 
and his organizational and military’ 
success had imbued- him with a 
strong, independent spirit. Besides 
other disagreements, he and Stalin 
had clashed during the war over the 
tneagerness of Soviet assistance, 
and afterwards' over Moscow’s 
attempts at total domination of 
Eastern Europe and the Com- 
munist movement. 

’ The climax came In June; 2948, 
when Yugoslavia was expelled 
from the Cominform, Tito and his 
aides vilified in the Soviet press and 


it was always there. 

Yet, for all his maverick ways, 
Tito remained a Communist and 
quite centrist in his policies and 
views. He never allowed the pen- 
dulum to swing to extremes at 
home. When he believed liberaliza- 
tion had gone too far, he plucked the 
liberals' feathers. If this em- 
boldened neo-Stalinlsts and 
hardliners, he reined them in, too. 

In the 2950s, collectivization was 
abandoned and the land returned to 
the peasants. The unique worker 
self-management system was in- 
troduced. Genuine democratization 
set in and a loose, liberal band 
rested on the arts and literature. 

But then Tito purged and jailed 
his own heir-apparent, Milovan 
Djilas. for proposing too much 
democracy. A decade later, Djilas* 
successor in the No. 2 spot. 
Aleksander Rankovic, was ousted 
because of his opposition to the 
planned economic reform and 
-because of other hard-line views. 

In 1971 and 1972, Tito ran 
roughshod over liberals and 
separatists In the party leaderships 
of Croatia and Serbia, and in 1974 
and 2975 he snuffed out the intellec- 
tual “new left" and radical Marxist 
critics at the universities. 

But no sooner had he silenced 
them, thanjie turned on cliques of 
“Cominformists" and neo- 
Stalinlsts allegedly plotting against 
him with Moscow's connivance. 

HIS PERSONALITY was complex. 
Notwithstanding his plain origins, 
poverty-stricken youth and fre- 
quent preaching against the ac- 
quisition of undue wealth by 
Yugoslavia's “new class," he lived 
in a style and manner of a prince 
and tycoon. 

He built and resided in more than 
half a dozen villas and palaces. His 
third wife, Jovanka. whom he met 
during partisan days but from 
whom he separated under 
mysterious circumstances, accom- 
panied by worldwide speculation, in 
1977, was one of the grandee dames 
of European politics. 

He gave himself the wartime title 
of "marshal" and delighted in 
gaudy, * heavily bemedalled un- 
iforms. He smoked the best cigars 
and drank the finest whisky and 
wine — in prodigious amounts, and 
to the horror of his physicians, right 
up to his last days. 

When an interviewer oncb "com- 
mented on the diamond ring Tito 
wore, he replied: "The lord of my 
village bad such a ring, and I

economic blockade. 

Uto stood firm and years later 
told an Interviewer: “For me. as a 
Communist, it was a hard decision 
to make. But the issue was one of 
the future development of socialism 
and of relations between socialist 
countries." 

It was also a decision of In- 
calculable significance for his coun- 
try and the entire Communist 
movement. Everything that has 
happened since then In the Com- 
munist world stems from Tito’s 
1948 challenge to the Kremlin’s 
monolithic claims of Infallibility. 
His "heresy" gave birth to many 
others in the Communist world and 
movement.’’ 

AFTER STALIN’S death in 1953, 
the tension between Belgrade and 
Moscow gradually eased, but the 
breach never fully healed. Tito op- 
posed many Soviet policies and ac- 
tions. such as the 1956 intervention 
in Hungary, the 1988 Invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, the 1979 invasion of 
Afghanistan, and Soviet attempts 


one, too." 

Even as an underground agent 
for the Comintern in the 1930s he 
was renowned as a dapper dresser. 
"The secret police," he explained 
years later, "were always hunting 
for agents as they expected them to 
look — shabby, iU-dressed, untidy." 
His immaculate grooming, he 
suggested, was his cover. 

For years his health was the sub- 
ject of rumours, yet until shortly 
before his death, he was the 
epitome of vigor, vanity and vitali- 
ty, even dying his graying hair. 

IN HIS YEARS as head of the state 
and party, his rule and authority 
were never really challenged and he 
outlasted and outlived all his 
political heirs and rivals for power. 

But in the latter years of his life 
the question of Yugoslavia's future 
and unity without him became a 
pre-pc cupation. 

The solutions he offered were in- 
stitutional : a Swiss-style collective, 
rotating presidency; a collective 
leadership of the party; a new con-

His death will leave a power 
vacuum of mammoth proportions, 
and Yugoslavia — virtually his per- 
sonal post-war re-creation — faces 
an uncertain future without Joslp 
Broz Tito.

However, If 
the war escalated In Beirut and 
Christians were hurt by the 
Syrians, Israel’s response was a 
much more complicated matter. 

"Should we parachute troops? 
Should we send arms to the rescue. 
Israeli or U.S.-made?" he asked 
rhetorically, questioning aloud how 
far talk of an Israeli commitment to 
the Christians could go. 

"I make a clear distinction 
between defending Israeli nationals 
and our concern for the Lebanese 
Christians," he declared. 

He conceded that Israel should 
aid Major Haddad and his people, 
but here again an unemotional 
policy decision had to be taken : 
"Should we go in? And if we go In. 
another repeat of the Utaxxl opera- 
tion. or for keeps?" But, he added, 
"we certainly don’t have to ac- 
counce our position before we come 
to thAt particular crisis." 

Was Syria heading for war? 
Dayan declared sombrely that 
Israel must be ready for such an 
eventuality. "They may aim not at 
taking back the Golan Heights or 
conquering Israel proper, but at up- 
setting the balance of power," he 
said. 

He perceived a worrying 
radlcallzatlon of the Syrian position 
plus a readiness to band over 
positions near the Israeli border to 
FLO units. 

"And the moment this happens, 
we have to be prepared for guns 
and not diplomats to start talking! " 
he warned, noting the massive in- 
flux of Soviet arms, plus Syrian 
lack of Involvement in the peace 
process.

A FINAL NOTE. Despite the rising 
wave of Arab militancy, Dayan saw 
a bright lining to this cloud in the 
awareness, on the part of 
Palestinians In particular, that, in 
the event of another war, they 
would pay a heavy price and he 
said, “I quote them: ‘It won't solve 
anything for us.'

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Rights and rites 


IN THE END, the present flurry of activity — most of it so far a 
rhetorical response to the wiling of Jehoshua Sloma — on the 
subject of the settling of Jews at the heart of Arab Hebron, will 
most likely come to naught, or something like it. 

Hebron Arabs will just not sell their houses to Jews — not in 
the present circumstances, surely. The Jewish -owned houses in 
town are but a handful, five in all, and even if renovated will not 
suffice for the habitation of more than a few families. Besides, 
only two of these structures are unencumbered by previous 
legal obligations. 

This was the point made by Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir, 
which brought upon his head the patriotic wrath of some 
keepers of the national flame on the lunatic-right fringe. Yet he 
was stating no more than die obvious. Hebron, like Ellon Moreh 
Is still occupied territory. Just'j.8 Arab land in Ellon Moreh can- 
not be seized for civilian Israeli uses by governmental fiat, so 
Jewish homes in Hebron cannot be repossessed by their original 
owners if they have In the meantime been rented out by their in- 
terim custodian, the Jordanian authorities — even to UNRWA. 


Israel is still, as the High Court reminds us again and again, a 
country of law, not of men. It is also, as Finance Minister Ylgael 
Hurvitz does not tire to stress, a country in dire economic 
straits. 

If Mr. Hurvitz means half of what he says, he will not have the 
money to waste on the kind of massive new housing programme 
for Jews in Hebron that is now being pushed by Klryat Arba ac- 
tivists. 

But even a modest sucb project, amounting to next to 
nothing, may be enough to turn Hebron Into a little Belfast. In 
the meantime, the mere flowery rhetoric about the Jews' right 
to settle in Hebron (in Kiryat Arba this reads, the Jews' right to 
Hebron) has already done immense harm and will do more un- 
less it stops. 


Washington Is up in arms: Secretary of State Vance, following 
up a comment by the Department's spokesman, has sent 
Premier Begin what is described as a 1 ‘stiff" letter suggesting, 
in effect, that the Cabinet's decision on Hebron last Sunday 
could undermine the autonomy. 

Cairo is calling on the Americans to take urgent measures to 
put an end to Israel's settlement activities throughout "oc- 
cupied Palestine." 

Leaders of the American Jewish Committee, one of Israel’s 
staunchest supporters in the U.S., have served notice they can- 
not and will not defend the decision to settle Hebron. 


MK. Begin's routine answer to such objections is that Jews 
have an inalienable right to settle in any part of Eretz Yisrael. 

They do not: as Mr. Begin himself must by now be aware, 
Jews cannot settle on private Arab land in the West Bank that 
has not been duly purchased — or rightfully seized for defence 
purposes. But the issue is not the abstract, human right of Jews, 
which may be defended on grounds of equality anywhere in the 
world. - 


The real issue is the right of the Israel government to arrange 
for the settlement of Israeli Jews in heavily Arab populated sec- 
tions of the occupied territories, with the avowed political aim of 
assuring permanent Israeli control of these areas. 


. Plainly Mr. Begin still believes, in the face of over-whelming 
evidence to the contrary, that this is the surest, if not the only, 
way to prevent the establishment of a Palestinian state after the 
expiration of the autonomy. The evidence suggests, on the con- 
trary, that it la the easiest way to unite the whole wide world, in- 
cluding Israel's best remaining friends, around the slogan of-! 
Palestinian statehood. 

The murderers of Jehoshua Sloma, wherever they are, must 
be savouring the irony of the consequences of their dastardly | 
deed.

MOSHE DAYAN Is anxious to set 
the- record straight about bis 
meeting in Morocco with Egyptian 
Deputy Premier Mohammed 
Hassan Tohami which launched the 
peace process. He charges Tohami 
with conjuring up a structure of lies 
and fabrications to explain away 
his involvement in Egypt’s accom- 
modation with the Jewish state. 

This was one of the main subjects 
discussed in an exclusive interview 
with The Jerusalem Post and El tan 
Haber of "Yedlot. Aharonot," in 
which the former foreign minister, 
revealed for the first time certain 
details of his secret talks in Moroc- 
co under the aegis of King Hass an. 

Sitting in his Z&hala home sur- 
rounded by his remarkably arrang- 
ed archaeological collection , Dayan 
fitted Israel into a broad delineation 
of international events, with Islam 
on the march, the detente expir- 
ing, and the two superpowers 
marshalling their forces across the 
globe. It was in this context that 
Syrian sabre-rattling and the es- 
calation of violence in Lebanon 
should be seen. 

Advising Israelis that Egypt con- 
ceived a different kind of peace 
from us, he regarded American in- 
volvement as signatory of the peace 
agreement and policeman of the 
demilitarized zone, plus Its role as 
arms supplier to Egypt, aa Israel's 
best guarantee of a durable peace. 
The ever-pragmatic Dayan feared 
that legalistic nit-picking might bog 
down the autonomy process and 
held that the emerging reality 
rather than any document was 
what mattered. 

He also warned against Jewish 
settlement in Hebron and Nablus 
which could hamper co-existence 
and raise a question mark over the 
entire autonomy concept. 


On Tohami 


DAYAN REGRETTED that the 
Egyptian deputy premier had 
decided to indulge in such unplea- 
sant invective. “There is a clear 
line linking what he says about me 
and about the Jewish state." 

As to the facts, there had been 
two meetings "and both 
times there were other Israelis pre- 
sent who kept minutes," He hoped 
he would not be prevented from set- 
ting the record straight in his 
forthcoming book on the peace 
negotiations, commissioned by 
Weidenfeld and Nicolson. 

Tohami was. trying to rewrite 
history and falsify what really went 
on at their meetings, the first 
before Sadat came to Jerusalem, 
the second afterwards. The peace 
.proposals Dayan submitted on 
those occasions were the official 
Israeli position -and were spelled 
but during the Khe'sbet debate that 
took place on December 28, 1977. 
They could be read In the published 
parliamentary record. 

Trying to understand what had 
happened to Tohami, Dayan con-, 
jectured that it was his over- 
reaction to the appearance of -the 
book “Year of the Dove," in which 
Ehud Yaari. Zeev Schiff and Eitan 
Haber gave a detailed description 
of the peace negotiations, and the 
publication of excerpts from it in a 
Kuwaiti newspaper. 

He noted that Tohami, as Egypt's 
main spokesman to the Moslem 
world — "where peace and Camp 
David are very dirty words" — was 
now on the defensive, because the 
book described his role as an in- 
itiator of the peace process. 

"Tohami can hardly deny that be 
met me In Morocco and that' our 
meeting led to the peace treaty. The 
peace proposals were submitted in 
writing after being approved by the 
Israel government, and we have 
proof that Tohami passed them on 
to Sadat. He cannot rewrite history 
as he thinks fit. Apart from that, it 
was he who rushed to tell all to 
Ehud Yaari and the others; certain- 
ly neither the king nor I broke 
silence. 

"He Is looking for an alibi for the 
rejectlonist states, in order to erase 
the blot of peace from his record. So 
he decided to cast a lot of mud at 
me, hoping it would stick/' Dayan 
declared heatedly. “Apparently he 
is guided by the principle that you 
can fool most of the. people most of 
the time — and that's enough." 

They had parted on the most cor- 
dial terms, with Tohami clasping 
his hand, Dayan said, contradicting 
other half-truths, such as his 
attempt to make it appear that the 
king had interrupted his advocacy

On peace - 
with Egypt 


NOTING THAT Sadat probably 
cared little about what Tohami had 
to say, Dayan dwelt on the ap- 
parently opposing attitudes to 
peace with Israel reflected in the 
statements of the Egyptian presi- 
dent and his officials. 

“I am sure it’s convenient for 
Sadat to let Butros Ghali speak as 
he does, just because of his 
problems with the rest of the Arab 
world," he said. “I find it un- 
imaginable that' Ghali could speak 
without clearing It with Sadat 
first." 

At the same time, Dayan conced- 
ed that Egypt spoke In different 
voices, as the Israelis had witness- 
ed at the Ismaillya summit. Begin 
and Sadat had reached an agreed 


formula, but the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry people objected to the 
draft and Introduced changes. 

“Sadat decides things, but he Is 
not all-powerful nor the sole ruler. 
He doesn't get involved in details, 
but leaves them to others. My guess 
is that he lets Ghali do that par- 
ticular job for him. Anyhow, we 
know that Egyptian diplomats who 
deal with the Arab world are very 
unhappy about this move of their 
President. After all, didn't his 
former foreign minister, Fahmi, 
resign?" 

From an Israeli viewpoint,. It was 
apparent that in seeking peace, 
Sadat was reflecting a deep-seated 
desire- welling up from the Egyp- 
tian masses, who were tired of war 
and destruction. 

“I do not think they are preparing 
for another war the moment we 
hand back all of Sinai," he Bald, 
"just as the inhabitants of Hebron 
and Nablus don't want another 
war. because they know they'll be 
its first victims. I hear from 
visitors to Egypt— -not army people 
— of the great building momentum 
there which certainly does not imp- 
ly warlike preparations." 

However, he cautioned Israelis 
not to indulge in wishful thinking 
about normalization producing Ins- 
tant results and an Intimate 
relationship with Egypt. There 
would be a narrow framework of 
peace, but nothing much beyond, 
certainly no far-reachlhg coopera- 
tion. And no Israeli should imagine 
that the Egyptian economy would 
look to Israel; they were pinning 


their hopes on America and 
Europe.
